WIFE’S LETTERS READ BY

Miles Charles Cariston Seton, of the Australian

lieutenant-Colonel Norman Cecil Rutherford, 
D.8.0., R.A.M.C., who has been committed 
for trial on the Coroner’s warrant for wilful 
murder, was placed in the dock, charged on re- 
mand with the murder of Major Seton. The 
accused when brought before the magistrate ap- 
peared to be in excellent health, although 
somewhat pale. Dressed in mufti, a well-fitting 
pavy blue suit taking the place of khaki, he 
leaned upon the dock rails, and, aithough seem- 
ingly unaffected by his surroundings, evidently 
paid chose attention to the story of the tragedy 
it was unfolded by Sir Archibald Bodkin, the 
counsel for the Crown. 

Sir Archibald first referred to the dead Major, 
who, he said, was a Major in the Australian 
iedical Corps, and was attached to the Aus- 
tralian Headquarters at Horseferry road at the 
time his death. Major Seton had qualified 
for the medical profession at Edinburgh in 1900, 
ind had served throughout the South African 
war, afterwards being in practice in Melbourne, 
Australia. Sir Archibald spoke of deceased's 
services during the present war in Egypt and in

Mr. Justice Dodd, the Special Commissioner 
appointed by Parliament to inquire into the 
treatment @f Sinn Fein prisoners in Ifast 
Jail, resunted the inquiry in the Belfast Court- 
house to-day.

Cusack, K.C.; and Mr. Coffey (in- 
structed by Dr. Wynne, Chief Crown Solicitor), 
appeared for the General Prisons Board. Mr.

Captain Barrowes, Governor of the prison, was 
recalled, and, in reply to Mr. Thompson, stated 
that on the night of the 27th-28th of June the 
prisoner Charles Kenny was not: under restraint 
of any kind nor did anyone ill-treat him in any 
way. On the 29th he took part in the mutinous 
demonstration after Mass, and later he was 
brought before the Visiting Justices, when he 
pleaded that he was not guilty of disarderly 
haviour. The witness spoke on his behalf, 
as he was a weak man, and he was let off with 
a caufion. Kenny was not punished at any 
time, and the police were never in his cell. No 
report was made to him that Flanagan had 
been found unconscious.

SIR ROBERT KENNEDY. - 

Sir Robert Kennedy, K.C.M.G., D.L., stated 
that he was one of the Visiting Justices who 
tried the prisoners for the misconduct which 
had been described. They found the men 
most defiant and opposed to the authority of 
the court. The Justices tried to find any 
mitigating circumstances, but could not die- 
cover any. When the remission of the sen- 
tences was announced to the prisoners, one of 
them, Austin Stack, came forward, and said: 
“You have had your say; I will now have 
mine.”’ He then said that the prisoners did 
not fee! the slightest gratitude to the Visiting 
Justices or the authorities. They recognised no 
authority but their own leaders, 

His Lordship—Would it be possible for you 
to be so devoid of religious feeling as to 
contrive that these Roman Catholic prisoners 
should be deprived from going to their Com- 
munion, for partisan purposes, as is suggested 
here in this document? 

Sir Robert Kennedy—No, and I must protest 
most sincerely acaiiet such a suggestion. 

Mr. Justice Dodd—I am prevented from pro- 
testing personally, but I will take your protest.

The Nations’ War Bills. 


Sir Edward Holden occupies an ad- 
mitted position as one of the leading 
British authorities on finance. His address 
at yesterday's general meeting of 
London Joint City, and Midland Bank, 
whieh we print elsewhere, is of interest 


not only to the shareholders of that great 
banking corporation, or to those of the 


Belfast Bank which it recently absorbed. 
As a review of our financial position and 
prospects at the close of the war it is of 
interest to the whole commercial and in- 
dustrial community of these islands. 


United States, and showed how the war 


has been paid for in every case and how the 


three countries stand in regard to their 
national indebtedness. In the case of 
Great Britain roughly about a quarter of 
the war expenditure has been met out of 
revenue by new or increased taxation. The 
deficiency has been made good by borrow- 
ing by means of War Loans, Treasury 
Bills, and other forms of debt. 
National Debt has risen from 650 millions 


in August; 1914, to a net amount on the 
i: conclusion of peace which, after allowing 


for recovered loans and other items, Sir 
Edward Holden reckons at 6,418 millions. 
That is approximately the figure on which 
we shall have to pay interest and sinking 
fund charges, “unless means are found to 
relieve us of part of the burden.’’ He did 
not deal directly with the question of an 
indemnity from Germany, but his state- 
ment on the financial position of that 
country suggests that he is not very 
optimistic as to the prospects of obtaining 
any very considerable relief by way of 
indemnity.

If it is assumed that a stable: Government 
is formed in Germany, there is little pros- 
pect of these Bills being paid off. The 
Government will be compelled to renew 
them and to continue to do so until it is 
in a position to pay them off gradually ; 
and meanwhile the Reichsbank is finding 
itself in great difficulties because of the 
enormous amount of notes which it has 
issued against such Treasury Bills. If 
British wat finance has proved better than 
German not only by virtue of the result 
of the war, but in proportion as a con- 
siderable part of British 
unlike the German, has been met directly 
out of revenue, American war finance has 
proved better again than British. The 
American National Debt has increased 
from the peace figure of 204 millions. to 
about 2,600 millions, as against the British 
of 6,418 millions and 8,300 millions in the 
case of Germany. The United States have 
met about the same proportion of war ex- 
penditure out of revenue from increased 
taxation as Great Britain. The remainder 
has been met by a method of borrowing 
vastly superior to the British, and the 
American banking enables the 
country to shoulder its liability relatively 
with much greater ease than is the cas 
with Great Britain. 

The American Federal Reserve Banking

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Domestic Servants. 


The domestic servant problem is a very 
old one, but during recent months it has 
an acute form. Mistresses are 
crying out for servants and cannot obtain 
them, although they are prepared to pay 
wages which represent an increase of at 
least a hundred per cent. on the pre-war 
standard. The Employment Exchange re- 
turns for the week which ended on the 
10th inst. make it quite clear that the 
dificulty is not due to any scarcity of 
suitable labour. It appears that 20,840 
womeh gave “domestic service” as 
their usual occupation applied for situa- 
tions, ‘and that, although there were 
over 20,000 vacancies, only 2,168 women 
were “placed.” The only inference 
that can be drawn from these figures is 
that the women and girls who left service 
to engage in munition work are taking a 
much more exacting view of what consti- 
“suitable employment” than they 
did before they tasted the joys of high 
comstant companionship, and 
strictly limited hours of work. There can 
be very little doubt that the majority of 
women who refused offers of work did so 
not because the conditions of employment 
were unfavourable, but because the 
Government provides them with 25s. per 
week for doing nothing. We do not con- 
tend that domestic service is not capable 
of being made more attractive or that im- 
provements are not required,’ We believe, 
that the great majority of 
mistresses in search of servants are quite 
prepared to grant any reasonable conces- 
that may be de- 
That the conditions of work are 
so unattractive as many people state 
is proved by the fact that, in the advertis- 
ing columns of The Times yesterday, eight

willing to accept situations as. parlour-

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MASTER’S REPLY, 
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A COGENT PROTEST.

The Republic of Wurtemburg has de- 
cided to pension its ex-King and allow 
him two hundred thousand marks a year, 
with a castle to live in, and an appanage 
of one hundred thousand marks a year for 
his widow in the event of his death. ‘The 
sum is not an insignificant one, and the 
proceeding is certainly suggestive. The 
ex-Kaiser is expressing a wish to live 
again in Germany, and is told that it is 4 
question for the National Assembly to 
settle. It may be that these things are 
straws before the wind. If the Allies are 
not careful, the ex-Kaiser will once again 
be in Germany, and there form a rallying 

oint for the forces of reaction. The cele- 

ration of his birthday, marked in many 
places by meetings and demonstrations, 
clearly shows that a good many of the 
German people still cling to him. 

If Prince Max of Baden should be 
selected as the first President of the new 
German Republic it will look as if the 
“ Kaiser-true” section was larger than 
could have been thought possible a few 
weeks ago. There is little doubt that 
Prince Max, for-all his liberal sentiments, 
is a monarchist at heart, and that he was 
selected as Chancellor on the eve of the 
revolution in the hope that he would be 
able to avert the eviction of William 
Hohenzollern by transforming him into a 
constitutional monarch. As President 
Prince Max could only be regarded as an 
Imperial warming-pan, and the Allies 
would have to increase the stringency of 
their material guarantees. 

The Allies will each continue to hold 
one of the great bridge-heads on the Rhine, 
and it is impossible to say when they will 
release them. It may be that the left 
bank of the ‘Rhine will never be allowed 
to return to the German Empire, for it is 
not beyond the bounds of possibility that 
the Rhinelanders will themselves prefer 
to form a Government of their own. Indica- 
tions to this effect have not been lacking. 
The Allies will assuredly take steps to 
prevent Germany from ever having the 
power again to use the left bank of the 
Rhine as a starting-point for an attack 
on France or Belgium. : 

It is regarded as cerfain that Germany, 
as part of the peace terms, will be pre- 
sented with a bill,íor the damage she has 
inflicted on the Allied Powers, and also 
foy all the money they have had to spend 
to defeat her. Each of the countries con- 
cerned is at present drawing up its losses 
and expenditure, and until these respective 
accounts have been adjusted it is impos- 
sible to arrive at the aggregate. 
Germany will be able to meet the bil 
when it is presented is another question. 

Sir Edward Holden, at the meeting of 
the Midland Bank Company to-day, re- 
marked that the war debt of Great Britain 
was £6,418,000,000, and of the United 
States £2,600,000,000, or a total of nine 
thousand millions, without the claims of 
France, Italy, Belgium, Serbia, and other 
countries. Germany herself incurred a 
war debt of £8,300,000,000. The interest 
alone on these huge sums would be a 
crushing burden for any country to bear, 
but it seems that Germany will, in all 
shee segue! have to shoulder it and much 
veside. The restoration of Belgium and 
Northern France will be a costly business, 
while, again, there is.the damage inflicted 
upon the civil popalation of this country 
by raids and bombardments. 

The announcement of President Wilson’s 
intention to pay a brief visit to the United 
States before resuming his work at the 
Peace Conterence reminds me of an 
amusing “ yarn’’ which was current just 
about the time of his triumphal reception 
in London. Like other Presidents before 
him, Mr. Wilson has been accused by a 
section of his countrymen of being too 
autocratic in his methods, and the. story 
goes that, shortly after his arrival in 
Kurope, he was handed a cablegram which 
read: “Return at once, or we. shall 
declare ourselves an Independent Re- 
public.” 

If the Prime Minister returns home for 
a few days it is probable that he will lose 
no time in coming to grips with the labour 
troubles. One thing badly needed at the 
present moment is a defjnite statement of 
the policy which the Government intend 
to pursue towards labour questions, and 
no time should be lost in the making of an 
oficial pronouncement designed to set at 
rest many of the wild stories promulgated 
by the extremists. Trouble is threatened 
on the railways owing to the tardiness of 
recognition to the Railway Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation. Recognition was promised months 
ago, and the men refuse to wait any 
longer. The station-masters held a con- 
ference recently at Birmingham, and will 
hold another shortly. They want recogni- 
tion and better pay. Many a station- 
master is said to be getting less pay than 
the people he superintends. Questions like 
these could be settled without a strike, 
and yet the matter is allowed to drag from 
week to week. 

Sir L. Worthington-Evans, the new 
Minister of Pensions, must expect to be 
heavily catechised when Parliament re- 
sumes business. Mr. Hogge, whose escape 
from the general ruin of the Scottish 
Radicals was due to his devotion to this 
subject, will certainly have accumulated a 
store of new conundrums. There are other 
questions besides the amounts paid which 
need prompt investigation.: For years past 
a large part. of the work of administration 
has been done by local committees com- 
posed of devoted ladies and gentlemen, who 
have spent a great deal of time and trouble 
without fee or reward, and in many cases 
without even a word of thanks from the 
authorities. Now that the war is over 


| many of these voluntary workers think it 


is time the work was handed over’ to 
regular officials, and have accordingly 
given notice of their intention to resign. 
But so far, I am told, the Department has 
taken no step towards filling their places, 
and consequently there is great danger 
that the work of primary investigatién will 
in a short time fall into a condition of 
chaos, which will increase the delay in 
awarding pensions to those who have 
earned them. 

There is another matter even more im- 
portant at the present moment to which 
the Pensions Minister should give prompt 
attention. It is asserted that some of the 
officials in the Department are of an ex. 
treme Socialist type, and that they 
deliberately hold up the men’s pension 
papers in the hope 4 thereby increasing 
the present social unrest by making the 
ex-soldiers discontented. It is guch a 
shocking charge that one could hardly 
believe that even a Bolshevik would be 
guilty of it. But that is what is alleged 
and it ought to be investigated,

Therefore, when this new Army Sew 
gon organised, and while it is being organisec, 
over two and a half million men will re- 
leased as fast as trains and ships can carry 
them, and pay officers settle their accounts. 

THE NEW ARMY. 

The choice of the 900,000 cannot be made 
imply on trade grounds, but upon grounds 

ich appeal broadly to a sense of justice and 
fair play. Lerigth of service, age, and wounds 
must be the main considerations. entitling men 
to release. The new Army will, therefore, be 
composed, in the first instance, onlv from those, 
‘who did not enlist before the Ist of January, 
1916, who are not over 37 years of age, and 
have not more than two wound stripes. Ac- 
cording to the best calculations, this should give 
about 1,360,000 men. If, as will probably be 
found, there are in the classes chosen more 
men than are actually required, after dealing 
with a certain number of pivotal and compas- 
sionate cases, the authorities will proceed to 
reduce the total to 900,000, first by reducing 
the age of retention from 36 to 55, next releas- 
ing men with two wound stripes, and then to 
34. As time goes on it will not be required 
to keep so large an Army as 900,000 in the 
field, and it will be possible to continue mak- 
ing reductions on the principle of releasing the 
oldest men. When the results of the war are 
finally achieved, the divisions which have re- 
mained to the end will be brought home as 
umits, and make their entry into the rincipal 
cities of Great- Britain with which they are 
territorially associated. Volunteers for one 
year's service at a time for the Armies of 

Jecupation will be accepted’ from men who 
would otherwise be entitled to release, if they 
are physically fit, and are otherwise suitable, 
and young soldiers now serving will be sent 
from home to take their turn and do their 
share. All these will be in relief of the older 
men. They will enable the age limit to be 
further reduced, and the older men to be sent 
home. In particular, the 69 battalions of young 
soldiers of 18 years of age and upwards who 
are now at home will be sent at once to help 
to guard the Rhine bridgeheads. They will 
thus enable an equal number of men old 
enough to be their fathers to come home, and 
they themselves will have a chance to see the 
German provinces which are now in our keep- 
ing, and, the battlefields where the British 
won immortal fame. 

‘ARMIES OF OCCUPATION. —.- 

The new Armies of Occupation wil] begin 
forming from Ist February, and it is hoped 
that in three months they may be completely 
organised. There will then be two classes of 
men in khaki—vriz., those who forn: the armies 
of occupation and those who are to be demo- 
bilised. Everything possible will be done to 
send home or disperse the two and a half 
million men who are no longer required. But 
they must wait their turn patiently, and mean- 
while do their duty in an exemplary manner. 
Any of these men who are marked for home 
who are guilty of any form of insubordination 
will, apart from any other punishment, be put 
back to the bottom of the list. There are no 
means of potting these great numbers of men 
home quickly unless everyone does his duty in 
the strictest possible way. 

THE BONUSES. 

It is recognised, however, that. service in the 
Armies of Uccupation ig an extra demand which 
the State makes in its need upon certain 
classes of its aitizens. The emoluments of the 
Armies of Occupation will, therefore, be eubstan- 
tially augmented, and. every man will draw 
bonuses from the date of his posting to these 
armies, with arrears from lst February. The 
bonuses will be as follows per week :— 

Private soldier—10s. 6d. 

Paid Lance-Corporals and Corporals—12s. 3d. 

Sergeants—14s. 

Colour-Sergeants, Company Sergeant-Majors, 
and Quartermaster-Sergeants—lis. 6d. 

Warrant Officers (First)—2Is. 

Second Lieutenants—24s. 6a. 

Lieutenants—28s. 

Captains—ls. 6d. 

Majors—Ss. 

Lieutenant-Colonels—38s. 6d. i 

Higher ranks—Two guineas. 

These graduated bonuses will be a special ad- 
dition to the pay of the Army during the 
period of occupation in recognition of the fact 
that the service is compulsory. The total cost 
for one year will be about 29 millions. Of this 
25 millions will go to the rank and file. ' 

The Armies of Occupation will be as follows :— 
Home Army, Army.of the Rhine, Army of the 
Middle East, detachfment of the Far North, 

arrisons of the Crown Colonies and India. 

hese forces will be varied as the circumstances 
may require, but no young soldier under 20 
will serve elsewhere than at home or in the 
Army of the Rhine. Besides the men of the 
classes mentioned, there are a certain number 
of special services roquired for the military 
machinery of demobilisation, such as railway- 
men, Army Service Corps units, Pay and Re- 
cord Office staff, in which all men must be re- 
tained, whatever their class, wntil the great 
bulk. of the two and a half million men are de- 
mobilised. These will participate in the in- 
creased rates of pay, as also will the Terri- 
torial and ge n battalions in India who 
have served four hot weathers in the East. So 
far hardiy any volunteers have come forward 
to take. the place of the latter, and they must 
remain abroad for another hot season while 
the old British Army is being reconstituted. 

RE-MAKING THE OLD ARMY. 

The memorandum concludes—The above ar- 
rangements seem to be the best that can be de- 
vised for the year 1919. During this year, 
however, we must remake the old British Re- 
any Army, so as to provide on a volntary 

sis the overseas garrisoné of India, Egypi, 
the Mediterranean fortresses, and other foreign 
stations, It is believed that volunteering for 
the Regular Army will improve as soon as the 
great mass of t who volunteered for the 
wer against Germany in the early days have 
come back to the freedom of civil le, and 
have had a chance to look around. It is upon 
the steady rebuilding of this Army that the re— 
lief of the Territorial battalions in India and 
various detachments in distant theatres now de- 
pends. _Every effort will, therefore, be made to 
hasten its formation, both by recruiting and by 
re-engagement. It is not necessary at this stage

monotony of their daily life. He also spoke as 
one. who had witnessed on many occasions the 
kindness and consideration of some of their great 
princes of industry towards the men who worked 
under them. Many of the strikes at present 
convulsing society were in . open defiance of 
trades union principles; they were in open de- 
fiance of the law of political economy, and of the 
first principles of government, and were reckless 
in regard to the sorrow and distress of the very 
poorest class of the community. During the 
past fifty or sixty years many things conduced 
towards the strong antipathy which existed be- 
tween employer and employed. From 1850 on- 
wards the great increase in the size of factories 
and workshops marked the lessening of the pcr- 
sonal relations between employer and employed 
which existed up to that period, and the growth 
of limited liability companies had entirely de- 
stroyed that relationship. For anyone who gave 
the slightest consideration to the matter it 
needed no argument to bring home to him that, 
with the output of work, the prosperity of the 
worker depended just as much as his employer. 
During the last few months he had read the 
authorised programme of the English Labour 
Party, and he found that there were three chief 
planke in it.

ists in Europe failed to prevent the war, and 
none regretted that more than the Socialists. 
It stood to their credit that they tried to pre- 
yent the war, but the other internationalists did 
not try.

The war had taught them thai 
the world was run by Labour, and Labour 
had learned a lesson. The next year or two 
would test how far the peopie with capital were 
sincere in their protestations in. calling for 
tho og og: sacrifice. That teetitg-time was 
coming for the Governments of Europe, and its 
result would prove whether the revolution would 
be a violent one or not. These revolutions could 
easily be avoided: cease the exploitation of 
labour, and there would be no revolution. 
Socialists did not wags or preach a class war. 
They pointed to the existence of a class war, 
and as soon as the men who were making that 
war ceased to do so peace would reign.

Would the democratic State of 
the future be based on Socialistic principles, or 
would it not? He could sincerely say that he 
had nothing but affection for the man who
